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1. LEBANON: EMPHASIZED PROBLEMS POLLUTION MEDITERRANEAN. 

2. FRG: SAW UNEP AS FOCAL POINT FOR COORDINATION 

AND STIMULATION ENVIRONMENTAL ACTIVITIES WITHIN UN SYSTEM. 

ENDORSED PROGRAM ACTIVITY CENTER (PAC) CONCEPT WHICH FRG THOUGHT 
WOULD AVOID RED TAPE AND DUPLICATION. THOUGHT PRIORITY SHOULD BE 
GIVEN TO DEVELOPMENT AND DISSEMINATION ENVIRONMENTALLY SOUND TECH- 
NOLOGIES, PILOT PROJECTS TO TEST ALTERNATIVE PATTERNS OF ECO-
